own coast we must have a "navy propor- 
tionately strong. 


"I hop* and believe that we shall hav« 
no war, but a great fleet Is the greatest 
Insurance of peace. We could never al- 
low the Danish islands to pasfc into any 
other hands than ours. 
The European 


nation which should undertake to take 
possession of those Islands right on the 
road to the canal and to make of them 
great naval stations would by that very 
act become an enemy of ours.

A DEMOUNTABLE"CANNON. 


NCTIT Tj-pe of Weapon Adopted by tli« 


IVOIIKO Free Stute. 


The great steel works of the Belgian 


Cockerill society at Seraiug have re- 
cently supplied the Kougo State •with 
a new, light typo of cannon which may 
easily be transported either by men or 
animals, says the New York Sun. 
It 


Is so light that it may be carried on a 
wagon or in a small boat. 
A single 


man can haul It, anil two men at the 
rope can keep up with a column of In- 
fantry. 


Wheel vehicles cannot be used in 


rnany parts of the Kongo State owing 
to the absence of roads, but the can- 
non may be taken, ou the backs of men 
along tlie narrow path, throe porters 
carrying the guu, two tlie wheels and 
four others the remaining parts and 
equipment. Thus nine men may car- 
ry the gun and its carriage. As for 
the ammunition, the shells with which 
the cannon is supplied are boxed up by 
tens in alumiuiuiu cases, each case be- 
ing a load for a man. The three porters 
•who carry the gun have a big leather 
case to put it iu, and the other parts 
are Inclosed in tarred cloth. 


When it is desired to carry the gun 


on the backs of horses or mules, three 
animals are necessary, the first to car- 
ry the cannon, the second the gun car- 
riage without the wheels and the third 
the wheels and' the boxed munitions. 
Three or four minutes is all.the time 
needed to mount or unmount the can- 
non and prepare it for transportation. 


The cannon has a caliber of aboui 


two inches and is made of one piece of 
steel, while every part of the gun car 
riage is of forged or cast steel. The 


WAR ON FOREST WORMS. 


Scholars In Central Kew York: Help- 


ing -to Save tlie Tree*.. 


A Syracose dispatch to the New 


Tork World states that in all the vil- 
lages throughout central New York 
llocks of school children go about daily 
examining .the trees. They 
; break off 


and make bonfires of the tender twigs 
of fruit trees in gardens and orchards. 


They are destroying by the only prac- 


tical means so t'ur discovered the nests 
of the forest worms, which last year in- 
vaded the state in myriads, stripping 
the forest and fruit bearing, trees of 
their foliage aud almost totally ruining 
the apple crop in many sections. 


How to preserve the trees from' the 


ravages of these prolific and ravenous 
pests has been the study of foresters 
and horticulturists of high and low de- 
gree, scieutilic and unscientific, and th« 
conclusion readied by. all Is that the 
only way is to destroy them by fire as 
soon as they appear. None of the solu- 
tions or dreuchings that ordinarily 
serve to protect trees from predatory 
Insects that attack them avails against 
the forest worm. 


Last fall tlie caterpillars, into which 


the forest worms were transposed, 
went to the trees, and at the very ends 
of the twigs they laid bands of eggs 
completely encircling them. The baud 
looks for all the world like a ring of 
shoemaker's wax. These bands are 
full of tiny holes, each of whiqli con- 
tains an egg, and from these eggs the 
robber forest worms are now hatching 
millions on millions and starting out 
Instantly to devour all the leaves and^ 
'fruit they can reach. 


In many places in the state boards of 


education and village officers, hare of- 
fered rewards to the school children 
and prizes for the greatest number of 
worm rings destroyed by each. In the 
village of Herkiraer recently In two 
days the high school pupils destroyed 
more than 2,000;000 forest worms.

DEBATE ON WOMAN QUESTION. 


Report Reacu«d After I.ons 
Eiocutlvi 


8«Mlon—J. H. Puttl Urine* Chive** — 
lf«faiorlal on ' Early Rliliir—Hard on 
Preacher* to Get Up at * A. M. 


Chicago May 12.—The report ot the 


commission on Organic Law of the 
Church was discussed at Friday's ses- 
sion of the Methodists' quadrennial 
conference, Bishop Vincent presiding. 
The report of the Episcopacy Oom- 
mitteee on effectiveness of the pres- 
ent Board of Bishops was interesting. 


After a two hours' debate in execu- 


tive session the Committeee on Epis- 
copacy decided to recommend to the 
General Conference that none of the 
present Board of Bishops be retired. 
When the report is made the confer- 
ence will be asked to extend the time 


. of election until Tuesday. 
The large 


audience that gathered in the First 
Church to hear the discussion on the 
episcopacy question heard just enough 
before leaving to' whet their curiosity 
as to what took place .behind the 
closed doors. Those who favored the 
retirement of certain bishops were 
given 
the 
opportunity to 
express 


themselves. Previnus to the closing 
of the doors these three charges were 
brought: 


"One bishop has not been able to 


conduct an annual conference without 
assistance. 


"Another has been known to 
fall 


asleep in public places and otherwise 
forget himself. 


"A third is so enfeebled as to con- 


duct a conference like a kindergarten, 
to the shame and disgrace of the 
church." 


It was the citing of these three 


charges in public that led the commit- 
tee to go into executive session. James 
H. Potts, editor of the Independent Ad- 
vocate, was the man who made them. 
In the executive session, it is under- 
stood, those whose retirement was dis- 
cussed were Bishops Hurst, Merrill, 
Andrews, Ninde, Walden and Vincent. 
As to Bishop Hurst, the question was 
whether he should be retired that he 
might devote all his time to the Ameri- 
can university. 


The committee on episcopacy met at 


.3 o'clock. 
The 
memorial 
charging 


Bishop Walden with unjust practice in 
office was heard, and the bishop was 
cited, to appear before the committee 
at a future meeting to meet his ac- 
cusers. Next in order were tlifi reports 
of the sub-committees on efficiency ot 
bishops, number of bishops to be elect- 
ed and'missionary bishops. 


Dr. Robert Forbes, chairman of the 


sub-committee on efficiency of bishops, 
made the first report. It was briefly 
as follows: 


"Resolved, That we recommend no 


change in the relations of the bishops 
at this general conference." 


With the explanation that after con- 


eidering the case of each bishop after 
asking for recommendations -from the 
board of 
bishops 
the 
committee 


reached a unanimous conclusion, Dr. 
Forbes took his seat. The report less- 
ened the chances of a dozen men who 
have been looking toward the bishop- 
ric, and Dr. Forbes himself is among 
the number. 
With magnanimity he 


made the announcement and supported 
the recommendation later. 


Dr. Buckley, chairman of the com- 


mittee, called for remarks on the re- 
port, and Albert ,T. Wallace rose. 


"I as amazed," he said, "at the re- 


port and at its reception. 
I am in- 


clined to believe this important mat- 
ter has not been given sufficient con- 
slcteratipn. I had 'hoped there would 
toe an investigation." 


It was then that Dr. Potts made his 


threee charges against the bishops in 
the form of a question, asking the sub- 
committee if they had heard of these 
things. •> 


The Ministerial association of the 


Saginaw district brought up an inter- 
esting question in a memorial asking 
that the part of the discipline refer- 
ring to the early rising of ministers 
•be elmlnated as at present obsolete. 
The discipline advises ministers as 
1 oUo ws: 


As often as possible rise at 4 o'clock. 


From 4 to 5 in the morning and from 
5 to 6 in the evening to meditate, pray, 
and read the scriptures with notes, 
and the closely practical parts of what 
Mr. Wesley has published. From 6 in 
the morning to 12, wherever it is prac- 
ticable, let the time be spent in ap- 
propriate reading, study, and private 
devotions.
